Weather that will send 
mometers in Atlanta 20 degrees below 
the freezing mark will hit the city 
today, according to C. F. von Herr- 
mann, official forecaster. 

Only .03 of an inch of snow fell 
Tuesday night, and temperatures did 
not go below the 24-degree mark 
Wednesday, notwithstanding that 
many Atlantans felt sure it was down 
to zero. The real low mark on the 
thermometer is expected this morning 
with high winds and clear skies. 

The cold wave is officially blamed 
on a storm in the Gulf of Mexico 
moving north- by-east W ednesday 
morning. Later in the day the gulf 
storm had proceeded out into the At- 
lantic off the coast of Georgia. At- 
lanta, situated in the crosswind area 
of the southeast, was beginning to 
feel the real effects of it. 

South in Grip of Cold. 

Bitter northerly winds 
through the south Wednesday night, 
with weather observers predicting the 
lowest temperatures of the season and 
possible heavy damage to tender 
plants coaxed out by the winter's 
spring-like weather. 

“Freezing to the coast” was the 
forecast for both gulf and south At- 
lantie states, with temperatures down 
to 10 or 15 degrees a common pros- 
pect in the interior. Even Florida 
prepared for ice in north and north- 
west portions with possible lows of 
22 to 26 degrees. Frost and possibly 
light freezing were forecast for the 
central portion of the state, with pos- 
sibly light frost in the southern in- 
terior. It was barely chilly in that 
state Wednesday afternoon.

Committee Warns of Dire 
Consequences as Tax 
Bill Action Nears.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—(P\— 
A call for drastic steps to balance the 
federal budget and avert “serious con- 
sequences to our entire credit struc- 
ture” was directed to the house today 
on the eve of its consideration of the 


new $1,096,000,000 revenue bill. 

It was sounded by the ways and 
means committee in a formal report 
on the highly controversial bill that 
tomorrow begins a tortuous journey 
through congress. 

“The preservation, unimpaired, of 
the national credit is the most im- 
igre single issue facing this coun- 
try today and it is confidently stated 
that this is possible only by taking 
those steps necessary to balance the 
budget for 1933,” the committee said. 

“A failure to face squarely the prob- 
lem presented and to take the neces- 
sary steps to balance the budget would 
inevitably have serious consequences 
to our entire credit structure.” 

Virtually every section of the bill is 
opposed by some faction in the house. 
The big battles, nevertheless, will cen- 
ter on the 2.25 per cent manufactures’ 
sales tax that forms the core of the 
bill, and the proposal to legalize and 
levy $5 a barrel on beer of 2.75 per 
cent alcohatié content. 

Many democrats and independents 
of both parties are determined to op- 
pose the sales levy, estimated to bring 
in $595,000,000, while the wet bloc 
hopes the beer amendment, which it 
says will return $350,000,000, will be 
adopted. 

Opponents to the sales levy plan 
are advocating heavy excise taxes on 
selected industries and higher -sur- 
taxes on big incomes to reach 
per cent on those over $100,000.

The new proposal, detaiis of 
which were not made public, ex- 
pressed Japan's eagerness to nego- 
tiate a truce because of the “immi- 


nent possibility that hostilities will 
break out afresh.” 

Japanese authorities at Shanghai 
said they were arresting two Japa- 
nese civilians who gave Miss Rose 
Marlowe, missionary teacher from 
Williamsburg, Ky., a severe beating 
last Friday. 

In Tokyo, police announced they 
had discovered the existence of a 
small group of fanatical patriots 
banded together to assassinate emi- 
nent Japanese leaders. The police 
blamed this group for the recent 
assassinations of Baron Takuma 
Dan and Junnosuke Inouye, for- 
mer finance minister. 

In Changchun, Manchuria, Henry 
Pu-yi was installed as ruler of the 
new Manchurian-Mongolian state at 
a ceremony featured by much kow- 
towing and weird music.

Uneasiness Follows Ar- 
rest of Hitlerites Accus- 
ed of Making Bombs.

formed him they did not feel it yet 
safe to deal with him further. 

The two notes he received Sunday 
are reported to have contained the in- 
formation that when the child-stealers 
cousidered the time “proper and safe.” 
they would let the famous flier know 
how he could communieate with them. 

Neither these two-notes nor the 
ransom demand, left pinned to the 
window sill of the nursery a week ago 
last night, contained specific informa- 
tion about where and how the parents 
could reach the kidnapers to bargain 
| with them. 

Meanwhile, there were indications 
the long wait and the uncertainty were 
beginning to tell on Mrs. Lindbergh. 

“You must realize the strain is ter- 
rific, and has been throughout the 
investigation,’ said Colonel H. Nor- 
man Schwarzkopf, head of the New 
Jersey state police, in answer to a 
question about Mrs. Lindbergh's 
health at tonight’s press conference. 

Doctor’s Visit Stirs. 

Earlier he had said the secret nego- 
tiations being pressed under the direc- 
‘tion of her husband are “strictly pri- 
vate” and that “the condition of the 
health of Mrs. Anne Lindbergh is 
such that we cannot interfere in these 
matters.” 

A sudden visit of two physicians 
to the Lindberghs’ hilltop home fol- 
lowing the issuance of this statement 
was explained by Colonel Schwarz- 
kopf by saying they “came to see me 
to discuss a theory. They saw no 
member of the Lindbergh family.” 

While interest centered in police

Adopted at Annual Con- 
vention at Forsyth.

FORSYTH, Ga., March 9.—Interest 
centered today in adoption of an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
Baptist Woman's Missionary Union,

Two Ships in Distress on 
Atlantic Seaboard Still 


. Await Assistance. 


By the Associated Press. 


While two ships struggled helpless- 
ly in angry waters off the Atlantic 
seaboard, Jandsmen felt the sting of 
a belated winter yesterday. 

‘Temperatures were at their lowest of 
the winter in eastern and southeastern 
states, most of them whitened by snow. 
Trains and buses still yielded minutes 
and hours to the deep drifts. 

The 34 men aboard the collier De

It was shown further that the 
food bill of the state amounts each 
year to $11,000,000 more than the 
total value of its cotton crop. 
What is impoverishing our farm- 
ers now is that the greater portion 
of the money we are spending for 
food and feed is not going to them 
but to other states. If the problem 
of how to transfer the products of 
our fields to our tables is solved, 
then not only our farmers but every 
line of business, industry and 
finance in the state will be put on 
a sound and profitable basis.

Identical Measure. Which 
Hoover Vetoed in Last 
Session Given Approval. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—4)— 
That familiar legislative relic, the 
Norris Muscle Shoals bill, seized con- 
gressional attention again today with 
a favorable report from the senate ~ 
agriculture committee. 

Without a single opposing vote, the 
committee plaged before the senate 
the identical bill which President Hoo-. 
ver vetoed at the last session of con- 
gress. It provides for government op- 
eration of the $150,000,000 power and 
nitrate plants at Muscle Shoals, on 
the Tennessee river, unless President 
Hoover is able to negotiate a lease 
for the nitrate plants within a year. 


The committee, in reporting the bill, 
one aside a measure introduced by 

enator Kean, republican, New Jer- 
sey, to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the commission appointed by 
President Hoover and the governors 
of Tennessee and Alabama for opera- 
tion of the shoals by a farmer-con- 
trolled organization. 

Senator Norris, author of the bill 
which was ps hg said the recom- 
mendations of the Muscle Shoals com- 
mission could be carried out under 
his measure. 

In order to insure this he  ex- 
pressed willingness to liberalize the 
lease provisions of the bill to any 
extent desired as long as it provided 
only for the manufacture y the 
lessor of fertilizer. 

“I am willing to turn it over to 
President Hoover and let him do any- 
thing he wants to do as long as they 
make fertilizer,” Norris said. 

The bill provides for government 
manufacture of power at Muscle 
Shoals and construction by the gov- 
ernment of transmission lines for its 
distribution with preference to states, 
counties and municipalities.

ON DOCKET HERE

with absolution of bond responsibili- 
ties and of the 10 all except one were 
guaranteed by one company.

Cone and others declined to discuss 
the matter Wednesday night because 
of a continuance of the probe, saying 
that any statement might hamper the 
inquisition and also might react to 
prevent those responsible from being 
brought to the bar of justice. 

The forgeries were executed by 
tracing Cone’s signature from the 
dockets of the court in lead pencil and 
then tracing it with ink. In many in- 
stances the ink curves did not cover 
the pencil tracings and made the 
forgery apparent and easily found. 

Attengion was first directed to the 
forgeries at about noon Monday when 
a policeman who had arrested a wom- 
an several months ago asked Judge 
Cone what disposition had been made 
of the case.

Probe To Be Launched. 


Recorder Cone let it be known that 
he already has conferred with ‘olici- 
tor-General Boykin and said that a 
thorough and systematic investigation 
will be instituted at once to determine 
the responsibility for the forgeries and 
the exact amount of money inrolved. 

With Pendley, the second division 
recorder has been going over the of- 
ficial court docket, checking its rec- 
ords with those made on police card 
dockets and the entry book kept in 
the lieutenants’ office of the station 
house. 

Most ef the forgeries of the signa- 
ture of Cone, it was said, have been 
discovered on records affecting the re- 
lease or forfeiture of bonds made by 
professional bondsmen. However, 
there also have been found, it was 
said, cases marked “‘dismissed’’ where 
fines were imposed. In the case of 
bond assessments, the records were 
marked “bond released,” which auto- 
matically removed responsibility for 
the bondsman to make _ good the 
amount of bail in which a prisoner 
had been held. 

Recorder Cone made it clear that 
he had taken the matter up with So- 
licitor Boykin and that, although no 


“official knowledge existed that records 


of the first division of court presided 
over by Recorder Callaway had been 
tampered with, they would be inspect- 
ed for the purpose of determining 
whether such was the case. 

Simple Record System. 

A simple system of keeping police 
court records is expected to expedite 
the investigation. When a person is 
arrested, he is first docketed on a card 
bearing his name, address and other 
personal information, together with 
the charge against him. This card is 
entered by a court clerk on_ the 
recorder’s docket and at the same time 
a third entry is made upon.a ledger 
in the station lieutenant’s ‘office. The 
court clerk making the entry on the 
judge’s docket passes the docket to 
the recorder for his signature, and the 
judge signs both the docket and the 
card, which are checked with the sta- 
tion lieutenant’s ledger, the disposal 
of the case being noted. 

Judge Cone ednesday admitted 
that the court records of his division 
not locked up at night. The 
ledger and other court records lie 
upon the recorder’s desk in the court- 
room all night, it was said, but per- 
sons are forbidden to enter the court- 
room during “off hours.” — .

‘The police ar- 
rested Daiji Kurosawa, whom they 
described as a member of the “blood 
brotherhood,” to which the two peas- 
ants who killed M. Inouye and the 
baron belonged. 


Lieutenaht Commander Fujii, 
naval airman who was killed Febru. 
ary 5 when his plane was shot down 
at Shanghai, was said by the authori- 
ties to have n one of the orig- 
inators of the assassination movement. 


Police said they had evidence the 
airman bought eight Browning pistols 
in Dairen, Manchuria, akd that two 
of them were given to the assassins of 
Baron Dan and M. Inouye. 

The investigators indicated that ob- 
stacles were being placed in their way 
through the influence of strong re- 
actionary political groups. They 
hinted that evidence they had appear- 
ed to lead to individuals high in the 
councils of ultra- atriotic societies. 

Two of these “higher-ups” were un- 
derstood to have Sate temporarily de- 
tained and a search was being. made 
for Nissho Inouye, a Buddhist priest 
belonging to the Nichrien sect, and 
Eiji Furuuchi, a schoolmaster of the 
Ibaraki prefecture. The assassins of 
the former finance minister and the 
baron came from Ibaraki.
